‘junk, if chargéd with’ the double 
murder of his employers’ two 
daughters, aged 17 and 19 years, 
respectively. 

During the alleged “attack on. the 
girls on board a small dinghy in the 
harbour whilst ona trip from Wing 
Lok wharf to-the junk, the two mur- 
dered girls’ 14-year-old brother, was 
also alleged to have been attacked 
by the accused.

Kowloon Case 

The first robbery case mentioned 

_ before the Chief Justice this morn- 
ing, was that in which Tze Hung, is 
charged with -robbery in the, -ser- 
vants’ quarters of Mrs. ‘Di Harvey, 

Armand-building, Kowtoon, on May 
1. 

“The charges alleged that. .the 
accused, with three other men: not 
in custody, robbed.a woman named 
Lau Kwai-ying of a gold finger ring,’ 
a quantity of clothing, and’ $10.60 in 
cash; and a man.named Lo Chan of 
$1 in cash. 

Accused pleaded “not guilty,” Te-

it ;

master of the junk, of 20,000 bricks,

‘of ‘clothing and jewellery. 

In pleading “not guilty,” the ac- 
eused said: “I live at Wong-nei-

: _ Story of the Prosecution 

After the jury had. been sworn, 
Mr. Holmes butlined the case* for 
the ‘Crown, .He said that it was 
alleged by the prosecution that the

which rushed to assist. 

The machine was afloat. 

Meanwhile, Major Brackley and 
staff. engineers, speeded to Lympne 
from Croydon with a special ma- 
chine to take on rescued passengers,

HOME MANUFACTURE VERSUS 
:PURCHASING ABROAD

In respeet ta the question as_ to. 
whether it is preferable to purchase 
necess from abroad or to manu- 
facture’ them in China there are 
many pros and cons. At the present 
time when money is so scarce here 
and so dificult to borrow from for- 
éign ‘countries, it is necessary im the 
cases of most articles to import; but 
later on, after the adverse conditions 
have been materially ameliorated, it 
will be. well to start, in a modest way, 
their production at home. 

It certainly would be to the advan- 
tage, of China, if she were more in- 
dependent of foreign countries—at 
least for the necessities of life, and 
eventually. also for “most of the 
luxuries: - Of course, ‘if ‘the- country 
is going to export largely of;its pro- 
duce, it will have to buy something 
in its, stead, so, as to utilise some 
of the money. that will then flow. in; 
but China could profitably stand for 
& period of ‘several decades a moder- 
ate balance of trade in her. favour. 
That matter needs 10 government 
regulation; because, .ai-soon’ as there, 
-ig an accumulation of money in‘ the 
home banks, the wants of the people 
will naturally “inerease, and they will 
begin to consider ‘as necessities. many 
things that are now - universally 
deemed luxuries—for instance, auto- 
mobiles and even airplanes.

: The word “dgep” as used 
in connection with wells bears ‘no 
relation to the.actual depth of the 
well.,

Shott 
Melrir, the largest of these exist- 
ing lakes, Another canal would 
submerge-a large area of Tripoli. 
Streams in the Atlas Mountains 
would also be dammed for 
hydraulic power, providing light 
and power for the new celonisa- 
tion scheme, 
to be capable’ of 
4,500,000 families.

Everyone who uses a wireless set 
is puzzled with régard to the 
reasons of varying reception. 
Stations “go off” in an. astonishing 
way. One day a signal will.be 
daylight, yet we tune in a few days 
afterwards and it has almost dis- 
appeared, except in darkness, and 
then it is not worth listening to. 
We can assume that the set and its 
associated component are not at 
fault, and the only explanatior is 
that the transmiting valves may 
have deteriorated, or’ some defect 
may have made its appearance in 
the broadcasting station apparatus, 
The new station of Radio-Turiz, 
broadcasting on 276. metres, is an 
example of this queer defect. . Up: 
to last week he has been coming 
in at terrific’ strength on any 
evening, quite as powerful as 5XX, 
only 60 miles away, yet avhen I 
tried to get him last night the signal 
was every poor and hardly worth 
holding, wriles. Ultimax: in the 
“Weekly Telegraph’ of June 1.

Output Filter 
An enthusiast has made up the 
‘output filter described in a recent 
issue and complains he. ts unable to 
get any signals. The -choke has 


*been tested and found to he con- 


tinuous, and the 2 mf. coupling con- 
denser is also in geod order, and he 
wishes to know if we can help him 
to find the cause of the trouble. 
The only suggestion we can make 
is that the filter has been wrongly 
connected in the. loud-speaker cir- 
cuit. It is essential that the end 
of the choke, which is connected “to 
the coupling condenser, should be 
joined to the loudspeaker terminal 
in the receiver which goes to the 
Plate of the power valve. The 
other terminal of the choke will 
go to the high-tension. It is 
obvious that if the choke. is con-. 
nected the wrong way round one 
side of the loud speaker is con- 
nected ta earth, and the other side 
goes to the fixed condenser and 
thence to the high-tension battery, 
Reversal.of the connections to the 
loud speaker terminals will solve
